There never was a time in the 


history of this country, perhaps, 


when there was greater or more 
urgent need for a speeding up of 
public improvements and of indus- 
try and building operations of ev- 
ery character, than there is today.

Philadelphia, November 7.—Elimi- 
nation of “diplomatic mystery” was 
advocated by Vittorio Rolando Rieci, 
Italian ambassador to the United 
States, in an address at a luncheon in 
honor of General Armando Vittorio 
Diaz, commander-in-chief = of the 
Italian armies and hero of the DPiave.

They entered it when the necessity of 
supreme historical justice imposed en- 
trance upon them. Italy and America 
came out of the war without booty. 
We, like you, have nothing to ask, 
nothing to fear. If any two nations 
attending the conference can ask and 
work for enduring peace they are Italy 
and the United States.”

prisons in Russia have been opened 
‘tor the release of thousands of per- 
sons, in celebration of the anniversary 
ot the revolution but, according to a 
wireless message from Moscow hun- 
dreds of important political priswners 
for whose release or commutation of 
sentence Russians abroad had hoped, 
do not come under the amnesty.
